himself very suddenly with a long 
jail sentence on hia hands. 

Why should it be different with 
a dog? 

Doga_^re Intended to be their 


masters chums and guards and 
servant*. Not lo leave a trail of 
bloody bailies all over the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Boast, If you must, of your 
dog’s Intelligence, of hi* staunch 
loyalty, of his comradeship. Don't 
brag of his useless ability Is tear 
the throat out of some friendlier 
and milder dog. 

And, on the other hand, don’t 
be ashamed if yotjr own dog can¬ 
not cope with—or decline* battle 
with some canine bruiser which 
has not half his sense or lovable¬ 
ness. There are better and saner 
things In life than useless wan 
fare—even If certain dogs—and 
certain nations—don’t realize it 

TAKING YOUR DOG 
TO A SHOW 

The winter dog show season Is 
about to begin. Perhaps neigh¬ 
bors—wdjo know little enough 
about it all—have told you your 
dog is of such splendid quajlly 
that he ought to be taken tt S 
show; there to a win a handful of 
blue ribbons and perhaps a tew 
medals and a cup and much cash, 
i There, also perhaps, to acquire 
a latal attack of distemper or to 
be (lightened into fits by the 
terrifying new surroundings and 
by the throngs o( humans and of 
dogs; or to suffer the ignominy 
of being “gated" F by the judge.) 

Now, dog shows are a grand [ 
Institution. And our national ken¬ 
nel clubs have done, and are do¬ 
ing, and will continue to do, 
mighty things thereby for the 
purebred dog and for the kennel 
world In general. So are music 
conservatories grand institutions. 
But you would not send a hope¬ 
lessly tone-deaf child to one of 
them. 

Ascertain from some honest 
expert whether or not Ftdo la 
physically worthy to compete 
with the great dogs of his breed 
before entering him for a show. 
If he Is not, saws yourself from 
heartache and saw him from 
hardship. bjY keeping him at 
home. He will continue to be 
Just as tine a pal for you and 
for your family, even if he 
chances W lsek some Of the arbi-1 


trary ’’points’’ by which a show 

dog Is Judged. Also, possibly, he 

will Uw longer—and more hap- 
pily. 

I Just told you one side of the 
dog show problem. Here is a 
brighter phase: _ J 

Then.la s mighty, lure In the 
prospect of winning a blue ribbon 
and an Infinitely greater lure in 
a “Winner’s Rosette.” The .cash 
prizes, as a rule, barely Offset the 
expanses incurred by the lucky 
dogs' owners. Thus, the chief at¬ 
traction, oftener than not, is the 
glory o! winning—or, rather, of 
owning and showing s winning 
dog. Which is sportsmanly. 

But don't shut your eyes to the 
risks. Take along your own water 
dishes for your dogs; and fill 
them, yourself, from the tap. 
Take, along, too, the kind of food 
which experience has shown to be 
good (or your own dogs and 
which they enjoy. Don’t let 
strangers pat or even touch your 
dogs. Don't anchor your dog to 
his bench and then leave him 
alone there for hours. Stay dose 
to his bench or else see that 
someone he knows and trusts is 
staying close to him. Keep the | 
intmal as quiet as you can and 
free from exdtement. Study care¬ 
fully the kennel club's wise rules 
governing dog shows—and obey 
them. • . 

Above a)l, In case your dog re 
oelves no awards, don’t tel) your 
friends that the judge ts crooked 
or drunk or Incompetent. Net 
once In a hundred times is ths 
Judge any one of those three 
things. ’’Win without boasting. 
Lose, without excuses. ,r

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New Light On Brahms; 

What the Public Likes in Music! 

•• - Local Operatic Efforts 

By G.J.D. 

A lthough a dutiful music student, 

the writer has never been ravenously 
Inclined to the compositions ol Brahms. To 
the essential Brahms, yes. And all the more 
since reading the letters to him. (A great 
deal o( a man's nature Is to be interred from 
the letters he receives) as contained in Karl 
Ceiringer’s "Brahms, His Lite and Work." 

These letters shed a new light on Brahms, 
and their publication helps to clear up an 
element ol mystery In his career. They show 
that he was more than commonly affection¬ 
ate, compassionate, and big-hearted.' Yet, 
with so large a nature, he never married, 
and upon this mystery, It It Is one, these 
letters throw no new light. But In Several 
delicate touche; they establish Impressions 
tat an all-pervading sweetness and normaHty. 
and the question arises, ought a man re- 
-served and shy, be forced to protecfhbnself 
With blultness and"gruffness?- ’ 

NO man was better able to select such 
epistles. Gelringer (it Is not known 11 he 
still occupies the position) was custodian of 
the huge collections of the "Gesellschaft der 
Unslkfreunde” in Vienna. He had access to 
about a thousand letters, which went to the 
Gesellschaft (Society? under Br ahms' will, 
and had not been consulted in any previous 
biography. 

Among the new letters are many from 
Brahm s mother, which dispose of the idea 
that she was interested in literature. But 
Brahms loved his mother because she was 
his mother rather than because of any actudi 
or Imaginary affinity of spirit between them. 
Even when hls father married a second time 
heat once became the demoted stepson. 

LISZT COMPLAINED 

A LETTER IS QUOTED from the great 
musician Liszt, acknowledging the de¬ 
dication of Pianoforte Concerto in B flat. 
In it the pianist complains deplorably th^t 
"at the first reading this work seemed a 
little grey In tone." Another letter from the 
Impetuous Wolf committed hlmaelf In 
youth to the dictum that a single cymbol- 
stroke ol a work by Liszt expressed more 
Intellect and emotion than all Brahma' sym¬ 
phonies put- together.
